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Followers of Christ in Many Creeds Gather Today in the Sacred City . 


Bethlehem, 
Dec. 
24 
(/P)— 
Christ’s disciples of many creeds 
worshipped their Sav iour today 
in a sacred city strangely drab. 
Under sullen skies, through 
streets where soldiers stood, past 
shop windows empty of Christ­ 
mas sy mbols, the traditional pro­ 
cession from J erusalem was met 
at the tomb of Rachel. 
Led by the Latin patriarch, the 
marchers were taken to 
the 
Church of the Nativ ity by the 
may or, the parish priest, and by 
other church and civ ic officials. 
But there were few of the Pil­ 
grims in either Bethlehem 
or 
J erusalem that other y ears hav e 
brought. Six months of terror, 
attendant upon the Arab strike 
against J ewish settlement, had 
left its mark on the Holy Land. 


From the smouldering aftermath 
came continuing eruptions in the 
form of scattered bandit activ i­ 
ties. 
* Only y esterday , near the scene 
of the Biblical miracle of wine 
and water, two trucks were loot­ 
ed, their driv ers beaten. 
Today 
a 
subdued 
throng 
watched the patriarch don the 
costume deliv ered to him in the 
market place by members of the 
v arious religious orders. 
Here there were Bethlehem 
women in high, mediev al head­ 
dresses, the ev er-present British 
soldiers, Scottish men at arms 
in kilts, school children, Bed­ 
ouins, Negroes from the Sudan, 
silent Arabs in red tarbushes, 
and a sprinkling of Pilgrims from 
Europe and America. 
Stooping low to pass through 


the tiny door of the church— 
built in the fodlth century ov er 
the grotto where tradition plac­ 
es the manger of the nativ ity — 
the patriarch walked with meas­ 
ured tread through the lofty bas­ 
ilica with its tall columns and 
entered the adjoining Church of 
St. Catherine for a brief serv ice. 
He was welcomed by brown- 
clad Franciscans, who since the 
crusades,

shared 
with 
members of the eastern churches 
the guardianship of Palestine’s 
holy places. 
Through the day the worship­ 
pers descended to the grotto to 
kneel in pray er.

CONGRESS. REPORT 


W ashington, 
Dec. 
24 
(JP) — 
W ith the du al aims of p rodding 
the constru ction indu stry and 
p rov iding homes for low-income 
grou p s, p lans for a new hou sing 
p rogram are being charted by 
adm inistration ex p erts. 
The p rogram calls for a long- 
range p lan of gov ernment su bsi­ 
dies to enable states and com­ 
mu nities 
to 
p rov ide 
low-rent 
hou sing. 
Similar in many resp ects to a 
p lan adv anced by Senator Wag­ 
ner (D., N. Y.) in the last con­ 
gress, p resent p rop osals call for 
gov ernment grants and loans to 
local grou p s. 
Hou sing officials said today 
they considered p resent m achin­ 
ery inadeq u ate to p rov ide low- 
cost hou sing on an ex tensiv e 
scale. 
Among these, officials said, are 
su ggestions for amending the 
federal hou sing act to ex tend the 
gov ernment gu arantee of insu red 
mortgages which ex p ires Ju ly 1 
and to increase the p ercentage 
of mortgage insu rance which the 
federal hou sing adm inistration 
may grant. 
The FHA has abou t $15 ,000,000 
in a reserv e fu nd to p ay off 
mortgage holders when foreclo­ 
su re p roceedings are lau nched. 
Premiu m p ay m ents are ex p ected 
to increase this to abou t $20,- 
000,000 by Ju ly 1. 
Only fiv e insu red p rop erties 
hav e been foreclosed so far, and 
the reserv e fu nd thu s is more 
than amp le u nder p resent con­ 
ditions. Officials believ e, howev ­ 
er, its ex tension wou ld hav e a 
good 
p sy chological 
effect 
on 
lenders. 
Another change u nder con­ 
sideration calls for increasing 
from 80 to <90 p er cent the in­ 
su rance which the FHA may 
grant. It p robably wou ld be lim­ 
ited to mortgages of $5 ,000 or 
less. 
This, some officials believ e, 
wou ld be a p owerfu l factor in 
p romoting constru ction by fam ­ 
ilies of moderate incomes, be­ 
cau se it wou ld mak e p ossible 


home bu ilding with a down p ay ­ 
m ent of only 10 p er cent. 
The su bsidy p rogram, which 
wou ld tak e ov er p resent PWA 
hou sing 
activ ities, 
p robably 
wou ld start with an ap p rop ria­ 
tion of less than $100,000,000. 
Senator W agner’s hou sing p lan 
in the last congress called for 
direct grants to states and com­ 
mu nities u p to 4 5 p er cent of the 
cost of p rojects. There now is 
some discu ssion of mak ing this 
30 p er cent. Loans cou ld be ad­ 
v anced for the rem ainder of the 
cost.

As a m atter o f fact, o n an y g iv en date the p o ­ 
sitio n o f the crescen t mo o n is alway s the same 
in p laces hav in g the same latitu de, so the same 
kin d o f weather wo u ld n ecessarily p rev ail, were 
this sig n o f an y v alu e, thro u g ho u t a belt o f lati­ 
tu de ex ten din g aro u n d the g lo be. Ag ain , n ear 
the Eq u ato r, in a p art o f the wo rld n o to rio u s fo r 
its heav y rain fall, the y o u n g mo o n is g en erally 
in an almo st ho rrizo n tal p o sitio n , o r, acco rdin g 
to the p ro v erb, it is almo st alway s a “dry ” mo o n . 
If the mo o n co u ld be v iewed fro m the No rth o r 
So u th Po le, o n the o ther han d, its p o sitio n wo u ld 
be, fo r the su p erstitio u s, in dicativ e o f “wet” 
weather, bu t these reg io n s are characterized by 
so little rain fall an d sn o w that they ran k amo n g 
the arid p arts o f the g lo be.

The mo o n has n o thin g to do with an y o f 
these co n ditio n s affectin g cro p s. It has n o in flu ­ 
en ce o n weather o r so il. Ev en the lig ht o f the fu ll 
mo o n is n o t in ten se en o u g h to hav e an y effect o n 
p lan t g ro wth o r p lan t diseases. The chief g o o d 
acco mp lished by these o ld beliefs, as embo died 
in ru ral lo re, is thro u g h the sy stematizin g o f 
farm wo rk, fix in g a time fo r v ario u s activ ities, 
an d the fo rce imp arted to the freq u en tly n eces­ 
sary in ju n ctio n , “Do It No w.”

Secretary W allace, chairm an o f 
the insu rance co m m ittee, 
lo ng 
has adv o cated an “ev er no rm al 
granary ” plan which wo u ld sto re 
su rplu s cro ps in “fa t” seaso ns fo r 
u se in “lean” y ears. 
Altho u gh w heat farm ers hav e 
asked insu rance o n the 1937 cro p, 
he said the co mplex details o f 
the plan wo u ld no t p erm it o per­ 
atio n befo re 1938 . 
W allace said the go v ernm ent 
co u ld “well affo rd” to u se pu blic 
fu nds to set u p the plan and pay 
p a rt o f the co sts. He po inted to a 
treasu ry repo rt which sho wed 
federal agencies hav e ex pended 
mo re than $600,000,000 in the last 
10 y ears to aid farm ers' who lo st 
cro ps thro u gh natu ral disasters. 
The repo rt rev iewed attem p ts 
by priv ate insu rance co rpo ra­ 
tio ns to pro tect against cro p haz­ 
ards. All ended w ith heav y lo sses 
o r financial ru in fo r the co m­ 
panies. 
“Cro p insu rance o n a 
large 
scale wo u ld pro bably be a larger 
enterprise than any o ne co m pany 
o r gro u p o f co m panies wo u ld no w 
desire to u nderw rite,” the repo rt 
said. 
Pitfalls o f the priv ate v entu res, 
it added, co u ld be av o ided by a 
w idespread natio nal pro gram , by 
insu ring against y ield instead o f 
price, and by determ ining risks 
fro m data co ncerning millio ns o f 
farm ers who hav e p articipated 
in farm pro gram s. 
The co m m ittee declared 
the 
cro p insu rance plan wo u ld hav e 
an incidental effect o f lev eling 
su pplies and prices between go o d 
and bad y ears.
